ARTICLE I 
OFFICES 

Section 1.1 Business Offices . The initial principal office of the corporation 
shall be as stated in the articles of incorporation The corporation may at any time and from time 
to time change the location of its principal office. The corporation may have such other offices, 
either within or outside Colorado, as the board of directors may designate or as the affairs of the 
corporation may require from time to time. 

Section 1 2 Registered Office . The registered office required by the Colorado 
Revised Nonprofit Corporation Act (the “Act") to be maintained in Colorado may be changed 
from time to time by the board of directors of the corporation, provided that the street addresses 
of the registered office and of the business office or home of the registered agent of the 
corporation are identical.

MEMBERS

Section 2.1 No Members . The corporation shall have no voting or nonvotmg 


ARTICLE III 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

Section 3.1 General Powers . All corporate powers shall be exercised by or 
under the authority of, and the business and affairs of the corporation shall be managed by. its 
board of directors, except as otherwise provided in the Act, the articles of incorporation or these 
bylaw's 


Section 3.2 Qualifications. Number. Election and Tenure . 


(a) Qualifications . Each director must be a natural person who is 
twenty-three years of age or older. A director need not be a resident of Colorado. 
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(b) Number . Subject to the provisions of .Article V, the number of 
directors of the corporation shall be from three to fifteen, as determined by the board of directors 
from time to time Any action of the board of directors to change the number of directors to a 
number outside the range specified m the preceding sentence, whether expressly by resolution or 
by implication through the election of additional directors, shall constitute an amendment of 
these bylaws expanding the range of the number of directors, provided such action otherwise 
satisfies the requirements for amending these bylaws as provided in the Act. the articles of 
incorporation or these bylaws 

(c) Election and Tenure Subject to the provisions of Article V, 
directors shall be elected by the board of directors at each annual meeting of the board of 
directors for a term that expires at the end of the next annual meeting of the board. Each director 
so elected shall hold office until such director's term expires and thereafter until such director's 
successor shall have been elected and qualified, or until such director's earlier death, resignation 
or removal 


Section 3.3 Resignation. Removal: Vacancies . Any director may resign at any 
time by giving written notice to the chair of the board, the president or to the secretary of the 
corporation. A director's resignation shall take effect at the time specified in such notice, and 
unless otherwise specified therein, the acceptance of such resignation shall not be necessary' to 
make it effective. Directors shall be removable, with or without cause, m the maimer provided 
by the Act Amy vacancy may be filled by the affirmative vote of a majority of the remaining 
directors though less than a quorum. A director elected to fill a vacancy shall hold the office for 
the unexpired term of such director's predecessor m office Any vacancy to be filled by reason 
of an increase m the number of directors may be filled by the affirmative vote of a majority of 
the directors then in office, and a director so chosen shall hold office until the next election of 
directors and thereafter until such director’s successor shall have been elected and qualified, or 
until such director's earlier death, resignation or removal. A vacancy that will occur at a specific 
later date may be filled before the vacancy occurs, but the new director may not take office until 
the vacancy occurs 

Section 3.4 Regular Meetings . A regular annual meeting of the board of 
directors shall be held during the month of June (or such other month) at the time and place, 
either within or outside Colorado, as determined by the board, for the purpose of electing 
directors and officers and for the transaction of such other business as may come before the 
meeting. The board of directors may provide by resolution the time and place, either within or 
outside Colorado, for the holding of additional regular meetings. 

Section 3.5 Special Meetings Special meetings of the board of directors may 
be called by or at the request of the chair of the board, the president or any three directors. The 
person or persons authorized to call special meetings of the board of directors may fix the time 
and place, either within or outside Colorado, for holding any special meeting of the board called 
by them. 


Section 3.6 Notice of Meetings . Notice of each meeting of the board of 
directors stating the date, time and place of the meeting shall be given to each director at such 
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director's business or residential address at least five days prior thereto by the mailing of written 
notice by first class, certified or registered mail., or at least two days prior thereto by personal 
delivery or private carrier of written notice or by telephone, facsimile, electronic transmission or 
any other form of wire or wareless communication (and the method of notice need not be the 
same as to each director). Written notice, if m a comprehensible form, is effective at the earliest 
of (i) the date received; (ii) five days after its deposit in the Umted States mail, as evidenced 
by the postmark, if mailed correctly addressed and with first class postage affixed, and (iii) the 
date shown on the return receipt, if mailed by registered or certified mail, return receipt 
requested, and the receipt is signed by or on behalf of the addressee. Oral notice is effective 
when communicated m a comprehensible manner If transmitted by facsimile, electronic 
transmission or by other form of wire or wareless communication, notice shall be deemed to be 
given when the transmission is complete A director may waive notice of any meeting before or 
after the time and date of the meeting stated in the notice. A director's attendance at or 
participation in a meeting waives any required notice to that director of the meeting except as 
otherwise provided in the Act. 

Section 3 7 Quorum and Voting . A majority of the directors m office 
immediately before a meeting begins shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business at 
any meeting of the board of directors, and the vote of a majority of the directors present in 
person at a meeting at which a quorum is present shall be the act of the board of directors, unless 
otherwise required by the Act, the articles of incorporation or these bylaw's. If less than a 
quorum is present at a meeting, a majority of the directors present may adjourn the meeting from 
time to time without further notice other than an announcement at the meeting, until a quorum 
shall be present. 

Section 3.8 Votrng by Proxy . For purposes of determining a quorum wdth 

respect to a particular proposal, and for purposes of casting a vote for or against a particular 
proposal, a director may be deemed to be present at a meeting and to vote if the director has 
granted a signed written proxy to another director who is present at the meeting, authorizing the 
other director to cast the vote that is directed to be cast by the written proxy wdth respect to the 
particular proposal that is described wnth reasonable specificity m the proxy. Except as provided 
in this Section 3.8 and as permitted by Section 3 13, directors may not vote or otherwise act by 
proxy. 


Section 3 9 Compensation . Directors shall not receive compensation for then- 
sendees as such However, the reasonable expenses of directors for attendance at board 
meetings may be paid or reimbursed by the corporation. Directors shall not be disqualified to 
receive reasonable compensation for services rendered to or for the benefit of the corporation in 
any other capacity. 

Section 3.10 Committees . By one or more resolutions adopted by the vote of a 
majority of the directors present in person at a meeting at which a quorum is present, the board 
of directors may designate from among its members an executive committee, an investment 
committee and one ox more other committees, each of which, to the extent provided in the 
resolution establishing such committee, shall have and may exercise all of the authority of the 
board of directors, except as prohibited by the Act. The delegation of authority to any committee 
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shall not operate to relieve the board of directors or any member of the board from any 
responsibility or standard of conduct imposed by law or these bylaws. Rules governing 
procedures for meetings of any committee shall be the same as those set forth in these bylaws or 
the Act for the board of directors unless the board or the committee itself determines otherwise 

Section 3 11 Advisory Boards . The board of directors may from time to time 
form one or more advisor)' boards, committees or other bodies composed of such members, 
having such rules of procedure, and having such chair, as the board of directors shall designate. 
The name, objectives and responsibilities of each such advisory board, and the rules and 
procedures for the conduct of its activities, shall be determined by the board of directors. An 
advisor}' board may provide such advice, sendee and assistance to the corporation, and earn’ out 
such duties and responsibilities for the corporation as may be specified by the board of directors, 
except that, such advisor}' board may not exercise any power or authority reserved to the board 
of directors by the Act, the articles of incorporation or these bylaws. Further, no advisory board 
shall have authority' to incur any corporate expense or make any representation or commitment 
on behalf of the corporation without the express approval of the board of directors or the 
president of the corporation. 

Section 3.12 Meetings by Telephone . Members of the board of directors or any 
committee thereof may participate in a regular or special meeting by, or conduct the meeting 
through the use of, any means of communication by which all directors participating may hear 
each other during the meeting. A director participating in a meeting by this means is deemed to 
be present in person at the meeting. 

Section 3.13 Action Without a Meeting . 

(a) Any action required or permitted to be taken at a meetmg of the 
board of directors or any committee thereof may be taken without a meeting if each and every 
member of the board or committee in writing either: (i) votes for such action; (u) votes against 
such action; or (iii) abstains from voting. Each director or committee member who delivers a 
writing described in this Section 3.13(a) to the corporation shall be deemed to have waived the 
right to demand that action not be taken without a meetmg. 

(b) Action is taken under this Section 3.13 only if the affirmative vote 
for such action equals or exceeds the minimum number of votes that w'ould be necessary to take 
such action at a meeting at wiiich all of the directors then in office w'ere present and voted. 

(c) No action taken pursuant to this Section 3 13 shall be effective 
unless writings describing the action taken and otherwise satisfying the requirements of Section 
3.13(a), signed by all directors and not revoked pursuant to Section 3.13(d), are received by the 
corporation Any such writing may be received by the corporation by electronically transmitted 
facsimile or other form of w'ire or wireless communication providing the corporation with a 
complete copy of the document, including a copy of the signature on the document. Action 
taken pursuant to this Section 3.13 shall be effective when the last writing necessary to effect the 
action is received by the corporation unless the writings describing the action taken set forth a 
different effective date. 
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(d) Any director who has signed a 'writing pursuant to this Section 3 13 
may revoke such writing by a writing signed and dated by the director describing the action and 
stating that the director's prior vote with respect thereto is revoked, if such writing is received by 
the corporation before the last writing necessary to effect the action is received by the 
corporation 


(e) Action taken pursuant to this Section 3.13 has the same effect as 
action taken at a meeting of directors and may be described as such m any document 

(f) All signed written instruments necessary for an)' action taken 
pursuant to this Section 3.13 shall be filed wrththe minutes of the meetings of the board of 
directors 


ARTICLE IV 

OFFICERS AND AGENTS 

Section 4.1 Designation and Qualifications . The elected officers of the 
corporation shall be a chair of the board, a president, one or more vice-presidents, an executive 
director, a secretary and a treasurer. The board of directors may also appoint, designate or 
authorize such other officers, assistant officers and agents, including one or more vice chairs, a 
controller, assistant secretaries and assistant treasurers, as it may consider appropriate. One 
person may hold more than one office at a time. Officers need not be directors of the 
corporation All officers must be natural persons w'ho are eighteen years of age or older 

Section 4 2 Election and Term of Office . Subject to the provisions of Article 
V. the board of directors, or an officer or committee to which such authority has been delegated 
by the board of directors, shall elect or appoint the officers at or in conjunction with each annual 
meeting of the board of directors. If the election and appointment of officers shall not be held at 
or in conjunction with such meeting, such election or appointment shall be held as soon as 
convenient thereafter. Each officer shall hold office from the end of the meeting at or m 
conjunction with which such officer w'as elected or appointed until such officer's successor shall 
have been duly elected or appointed and shall have qualified, or until such officer's earlier death, 
resignation or removal. 

Section 4.3 Compensation . The compensation, if any, of each officer shall be 
as determined from time to time by the board of directors, or by an officer or a committee to 
which such authority has been delegated by the board of directors To the extent reasonably 
feasible, the person or persons determining compensation shall obtain data on the compensation 
of officers holding similar positions of authority within comparable organizations, shall set the 
compensation based on such data and an evaluation of the officer's performance and experience 
as related to the requirements of the position, and shall document the basis for the determination, 
including the comparison data used, the requirements of the position, and the evaluation of the 
officer's performance and experience. No officer shall be prevented from receiving a salary by 
reason of the fact that the officer is also a director of the corporation. However, no payment of 





compensation (or payment or reimbursement of expenses) shall be made in any manner so as to 
result m the imposition of any liability under section 4941 of the Internal Revenue Code 

Section 4 4 Removal Any officer or agent may be removed by the board of 
directors at any time, with or without cause, but such removal shall not affect the contract rights, 
if any. of the person so removed. Election, appointment or designation of an officer or agent 
shall not itself create contract rights. 

Section 4 5 Vacancies . Any officer may resign at any time, subject to any 
rights or obligations under any existing contracts between the officer and the corporation, by 
giving witten notice to the president or to the board of directors An officer's resignation shall 
take effect upon receipt by the corporation unless the notice specifies a later effective date, and 
unless otherwise specified therein, the acceptance of such resignation shall not be necessary' to 
make it effective. A vacancy in any office, however occurring, may be filled by the board of 
directors, or by any officer or committee to which such authority has been delegated by the board 
of directors, for the unexpired portion of the term If a resignation is made effective at a latex 
date, the board of directors may permit the officer to remain m office until the effective date and 
may fill the pending vacancy before the effective date with the provision that the successor does 
not take office until the effective date, or the board of directors may remove the officer at any 
time before the effective date and may fill the resulting vacancy. 

Section 4 6 Authority and Duties of Officers . The officers of the corporation 
shall have the authority and shall exercise the powers and perform the duties specified below and 
as may be additionally specified by the president, the board of directors or these bydaws, except 
that m any event each officer shall exercise such powers and perform such duties as may be 
required by law. 


(a) Chair of the Board . The chair of the board shall (i) preside at all 
meetings of the board of directors; (ii) see that all orders and resolutions of the board of directors 
are carried into effect; and (iii) perform all other duties incident to the office of chair of the board 
and as from time to time may be assigned to the chair by the board of directors. 

(b) Vice-Chairs . The vice-chair or vice-chairs, if any. shall assist the 
chair of the board and shall perform such duties as may be assigned to them by the chair or by 
the board of directors. The vice-chair (or if there is more than one, then the vice-chair 
designated by the board of directors, or if there be no such designation, then the vice-chairs in 
order of their election) shall, at the request of the chair, or in the chair's absence or inability or 
refusal to act, perform the duties of the chair and when so acting shall have all the powers of and 
be subject to all the restrictions on the chair. 

(c) President . The president shall, subject to the direction and 
supervision of the chair of the board and the board of directors: (i) generally oversee the affairs 
and business of the corporation and provide general supervision to the executive director; (n) in 
the absence of the chair of the board and any vice chair, preside at all meetings of the board of 
directors: (iii) see that all orders and resolutions of the board of directors are carried into effect: 
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and (iv) perform all other duties incident to the office of president and as from time to time may¬ 
be assigned to such office by the chair of the board or the board of directors. 

(d) Vice-Presidents The vice-president or vice-presidents shall assist 
the president and shall perform such duties as may be assigned to them by the president or by the 
board of directors. The vice-president (or if there is more than one. then the vice-president 
designated by the board of directors, or if there be no such designation, then the vice-presidents 
m order of their election) shall, at the request of the president, or in the president's absence or 
inability or refusal to act, perform the duties of the president and when so acting shall have all 
the powers of and be subject to all the restrictions on the president. 

(e) Executive Director 

(i) General Powers . The executive director shall, subject to 
the direction and supervision of the chair of the board, the president and the board of directors. 
(A) be the chief operating officer of the corporation with general responsibility for all day-to-day 
operations of the corporation. (B) have general and active control of the corporation's agents and 
employees, including their hiring, firing, evaluation, and compensation; (C) propose, prepare and 
present to the president and the board of directors specific programs and activities that will 
further the corporation’s purposes; (D) direct and supervise the implementation of the programs 
and activities approved by the president or the board of directors: and (E) perform all other duties 
and responsibilities as from time to time may be assigned to the executive director by the 
president or the board of directors. 

(ii) Special Powers . Notwithstanding any general power or 
authority granted to other officers of the corporation, the executive director of the corporation 
shall have and exercise the sole and exclusive discretion and authority to sell or otherwise 
dispose of, and to vote, any or all of the corporation's shares of stock or other securities or 
investments in any corporation, partnership or other business enterprise in which one or more of 
the directors or officers of the corporation owns beneficially a controlling interest or for which 
any director or officer of the corporation acts as a director or executive officer or which 
otherwise is an affiliate of any director or officer of the corporation, including as such an affiliate 
any corporation, partnership or other business enterprise m which a director or officer of the 
corporation holds beneficially 5% or more of the voting interests (any corporation, partnership or 
business enterprise described above being hereinafter referred to as a "Director or Officer 
Affiliate") In exercising his or her discretion to sell, dispose of or vote shares of a Director or 
Officer Affiliate, the executive director shall not obtain advice from or consult with any director 
or officer of the corporation who is a controlling person, director, executive officer or affiliate of 
such Director or Officer Affiliate or any officer or director of Anschutz Company or any of its 
subsidiaries (if Anschutz Company or any of its subsidiaries holds 5% or more of the voting 
interests of such Director or Officer Affiliate or otherwise controls such Director or Officer 
Affiliate). The executive director's discretion and authority in the foregoing matters may not be 
changed except upon the affirmative vote of a majority of those directors of the corporation who 
are not controlling persons, directors, executive officers or affiliates of the Director or Officer 
Affiliate the securities of which would be affected by the change. 
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(f) Secretary The secretary shall ( 1 ) keep the minutes of the 
proceedings of the board of directors and any committees of the board, ( 11 ) see that all notices are 
duly given m accordance with the provisions of these bylaws or as required by law, (lii) be 
custodian of the corporate records and of the seal of the corporation; and (iv) in general, perform 
all duties incident to the office of secretary and such other duties as from time to time may be 
assigned to such office by the president or by the board of directors. The secretary may delegate 
all or any portion of the secretary's duties and responsibilities to assistant secretaries or others, 
subject to supervision by the secretary. 

(g) Treasurer The treasurer shall ( 1 ) be the chief financial officer of 
the corporation and have the care and custody of all its funds, securities, evidences of 
indebtedness and other personal property and deposit funds in accordance with the instructions 
of the board of directors, ( 11 ) receive and give receipts and acquittances for moneys paid in on 
account of the corporation, and pay out of the funds on hand all bills, payrolls and other just 
debts of the corporation of whatever nature upon maturity', (iii) unless there is a controller, be the 
prmcipal accounting officer of the corporation and as such prescribe and maintain the methods 
and systems of accounting to be followed, keep complete books and records of account, prepare 
and file all local, state and federal tax returns and related documents, prescribe and maintain an 
adequate system of internal audit, and prepare and furnish to the president and the board of 
directors statements of account showing the financial position of the corporation and the results 
of its operations, (iv) monitor compliance by the corporation with all requirements imposed on 
the corporation as a tax-exempt organization described m section 501(c)(3) of the Internal 
Revenue Code and as a private foundation described m section 509 of the Internal Revenue 
Code; (v) upon request of the board, make such reports to it as may be required at any time; and 
(vi) perform all other duties incident to the office of treasurer and such other duties as from time 
to time may be assigned to such office by the president or the board of directors. The treasurer 
may delegate all or any portion of the treasurer's duties and responsibilities to assistant treasurers 
or others, subject to the supervision by treasurer. 

Section 4.7 Surety' Bonds . The board of directors may require any officer or 
agent of the corporation to execute to the corporation a bond in such sums and with such sureties 
as shall be satisfactory to the board, conditioned upon the faithful performance of such person's 
duties and for the restoration to the corporation of all books, papers, vouchers, money and other 
property of whatever kind in such person's possession or under such person's control belonging 
to the corporation. 


ARTICLE V 

FUTURE GOVERNANCE 

Section 5.1 Perpetual Existence . In accordance with the intentions of the 
corporation's principal donor, Philip F. Anschutz (the ‘"Donor 5 '), as expressed in a separate 
written "Statement of Donor Intentions and Guidelines” (the “Statement”), which has been 
presented to and accepted by the board of directors, the corporation shall continue perpetually in 
existence as a single Anschutz family foundation, so long as there are any of the Donor's family 
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members (as defined below) involved m the governance of the corporation Therefore, 
notwithstanding any other provisions of these bylaws, the board of directors shall be guided by 
the following provisions of this Article V with respect to the growth and membership of the 
board of directors and the continuing involvement of the Donor’s family m the governance and 
management of the corporation 

Section 5 2 Family Participation The Donor expects that the Donor’s wife 
and each of the Donor’s children, and eventually the Donor’s other descendants, shall have the 
opportunity to participate directly in the control, management and administration of the 
corporation, as well as any affiliated or successor charitable entities, to the end that each of them 
is able to enjoy and appreciate the importance of making meaningful contributions to their 
community and to the general well-being of humankind. Accordingly: 

(a) Board of Directors . Following the Donor’s death, the number of 
total directors of the corporation should not exceed fifteen. The Donor’s family members shall, 
if practicable, constitute at least a majority of the board of directors, and preferably more than 75 
percent: provided, however, that no director serving at the time of the Donor’s death who is not a 
family member shall be obligated to resign or be removed in order to increase the proportion of 
family members on the board To the extent practicable, the Donor’s family members who serve 
as voting directors should include each of the Donor’s children and the Donor's other 
descendants who have attained the age of 23 and are willing and able to serve and who, m the 
judgment of the board, exhibit appropriate skill, judgment and commitment to the Donor's intent 
as set forth m the Statement; provided that, if there are more descendants of the Donor than it is 
practicable to include on the board, given the limitation on board size referred to in the first 
sentence of this Section 5 2(a), then the board should devise a system to rotate board service 
among such descendants, assuring to the extent practicable that the board shall always include 
each of the Donor's children or at least one descendant who has attained the age of 23 of any of 
the Donor's children who is not then a voting director In addition, the Donor's descendants who 
have attained the age of 18 but have not yet attained the age of 23 should be invited to attend the 
meetings of the board of directors and to participate in those meetings as non-voting participants 
For purposes of this Article V. the Donor’s "family members” means only the Donor’s spouse, 
the Donor’s descendants and the spouses of the Donor’s descendants; provided, however, that in 
the event of divorce, the former spouse of a descendant of the Donor shall immediately be 
deemed to have resigned as a director and officer of the corporation. 

(b) Officers . The chairman of the board of the corporation shall 
always be either the Donor, the Donor's spouse or a descendant of the Donor, so long as any of 
them is sewing on the board of directors. The opportunity to serve as the president of the 
corporation should be offered to and rotated among those of the Donor’s children, in descending 
order of age, who are interested in serving as president, for a one-vear term for each rotation. 

Section 5.3 Honoring Donor Intent In addition, in the Statement the Donor 
has provided the corporation with his intentions, vision, values and guidelines for the corporation 
m regard to its grant-making and other activities. The Statement, as it may be amended and 
supplemented by the Donor from time to time, shall be preserved in the records of the 
corporation as a core governing document of the corporation. Each director and officer of the 
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corporation shall be required to read the Statement and annually to execute a written 
commitment to preserve, honor, observe and make decisions consistent with the concepts and 
provisions of the Statement 


ARTICLE VI 
FIDUCIARY MATTERS 

Section 6 1 Indemnification 

(a) Scope of Indemnification The corporation shall indemnify each 
director, officer, employee and volunteer of the corporation to the fullest extent permissible 
under the laws of the State of Colorado, and may m its discretion purchase insurance insuring its 
obligations hereunder or otherwise protecting the persons intended to be protected by this 
Section 6 1 The corporation shall have the nght, but shall not be obligated, to indemnify any 
agent of the corporation not otherwise covered by this Section 6 1 to the fullest extent 
permissible under the laws of the State of Colorado. 

(b) Savings Clause: Limitation . If any provision of the Act or these 
bylaw's dealing with indemnification shall be invalidated by any court on any ground, then the 
corporation shall nevertheless indemnify each party' otherwise entitled to mdemnification 
hereunder to the fullest extent permitted by law or any applicable provision of the Act or these 
bylaw's that shall not have been invalidated Notwithstanding any other provision of these 
bylaws, the corporation shall neither indemnify any person nor purchase any insurance in any 
manner or to any extent that w'ould jeopardize or be inconsistent with the qualification of the 
corporation as an organization described in section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code, or 
that would result in the imposition of any liability under section 4941 of the Internal Revenue 
Code 


Section 6 2 General Standards of Conduct for Directors and Officers . 

(a) Discharge of Duties . Each director shall discharge the director's 
duties as a director, including the director's duties as a member of a committee of the board, and 
each officer with discretionary' authority shall discharge the officer's duties under that authority 
(i) in good faith, (li) with the care an ordinarily prudent person in a like position would exercise 
under similar circumstances; and (iii) in a manner the director or officer reasonably believes to 
be in the best interests of the corporation. 

(b) Reliance on Information. Reports. Etc . In discharging duties, a 
director or officer is entitled to rely on information, opinions, reports or statements, including 
financial statements and other financial data, if prepared or presented by: (i) one or more officers 
or employees of the corporation w'hom the director or officer reasonably believes to be reliable 
and competent in the matters presented; (ii) legal counsel, a public accountant or another person 
as to matters the director or officer reasonably believes are within such person’s professional or 
expert competence: or (iii) in the case of a director, a committee of the board of directors of 
which the director is not a member if the director reasonably' believes the committee merits 




confidence A director or officer is not acting in good faith if the director or officer has 
knowledge concerning the matter m question that makes reliance otherwise permitted by this 
Section 6 2(b) unwarranted 

(c) Liability to Corporation A director or officer shall not be liable as 
such to the corporation for any action taken or omitted to be taken as a director or officer, as the 
case may be. if. in connection with such action or omission, the director or officer performed the 
duties of the position m compliance with this Section 6 2 

(d) Director Not Deemed to Be a Trustee . A director, regardless of 
title, shall not be deemed to be a trustee -with respect to the corporation or with respect to any 
property held or admimstered by the corporation including, without limitation, property that may 
be subject to restrictions imposed by the donor or transferor of such property 

Section 6 3 Conflicts of Interest . 

(a) Definition . A conflict of interest arises when any "responsible 
person” or any "party related to a responsible person" has "an interest adverse to the 
corporation." A "responsible person' 5 is any individual in a position to exercise substantial 
influence over the affairs of the corporation, and specifically includes, without limitation, 
directors and officers of the corporation A "party related to a responsible person 5 ' includes his 
or her extended family (including spouse, ancestors, descendants and siblings, and their 
respective spouses and descendants), an estate or trust in which the responsible person or any 
member of his or her extended family has a beneficial interest or a fiduciary responsibility, or an 
entity in which the responsible person or any member of his or her extended family is a director 
or officer or has a financial interest. ‘‘An interest adverse to the corporation" includes any 
interest m any contract, transaction or other financial relationship vdth the corporation, and any 
interest m an entity whose best interests may be impaired by the best mterests of the corporation 
including, without limitation, an entity' providing any goods or services to or receiving any goods 
or services from the corporation, an entity' in -which the corporation has any business or financial 
interest, and an entity providing goods or services or performing activities similar to the goods or 
sendees or activities of the corporation. 

(b) Disclosure If a responsible person is aw'are that the corporation is 
about to enter into any transaction or make any decision involving a conflict of interest, (a 
"conflicting mterest transaction 5 '), such person shall: (i) immediately inform those charged with 
approving the conflicting interest transaction on behalf of the corporation of the interest or 
position of such person or any party' related to such person, (ii) aid the persons charged with 
making the decision by disclosing any material facts within the responsible person's knowledge 
that bear on the advisability' of the corporation entering into the conflicting interest transaction: 
and (lii) not be entitled to vote on the decision to enter into such transaction. 

(c) Approval of Conflicting Interest Transactions The corporation 
may enter into a conflicting interest transaction provided either: 







(i) The material facts as to the responsible person's 
relationship or interest and as to the conflicting interest transaction are disclosed or are known to 
the board of directors or to a committee of the board of directors that authorizes, approves or 
ratifies the conflicting interest transaction, and the board or committee in good faith authorizes, 
approves or ratifies the conflicting interest transaction by the affirmative vote of a majority of the 
disinterested directors on the board or committee, even though the disinterested directors are less 
than a quorum, or

(n) The conflicting interest transaction is fair as to the 


Section 6 4 Liability of Directors for Unlawful Distributions. 


(a) Liability to Corporation . A director who votes for or assents to a 
distribution made in violation of the Act or the articles of incorporation of the corporation shall 
be personally liable to the corporation for the amount of the distribution that exceeds what could 
have been distributed without violating the Act or the articles of incorporation if it is established 
that the director did not perform the director's duties m compliance with the general standards of 
conduct for directors set forth in Section 6.2 


(b) Contribution . A director who is liable under Section 6.4(a) for an 
unlawful distribution is entitled to contribution: (i) from every other director who could be liable 
under Section 6 4(a) for the unlawful distribution; and (ii) from each person who accepted the 
distribution knowing the distribution was made in violation of the Act or the articles of 
incorporation, to the extent the distribution to that person exceeds what could have been 
distributed to that person without violating the Act or the articles of incorporation. 

Section 6.5 Loans to Directors and Officers Prohibited . No loans shall be 
made by the corporation to any of its directors or officers. Any director or officer who assents to 
or participates m the making of any such loan shall be liable to the corporation for the amount of 
such loan until the repayment thereof 


ARTICLE YII 

RECORDS OF THE CORPORATION 

Section 7.1 Minutes. Etc . The corporation shall keep as permanent records 
minutes of all meetings of the board of directors, a record of all actions taken by the board of 
directors without a meeting, a record of all actions taken by a committee of the board of directors 
in place of the board of directors on behalf of the corporation, and a record of all waivers of 
notices of meetings of the board of directors or any committee of the board of directors. 

Section 7.2 Accounting Records . The corporation shall maintain appropriate 
accounting records. 
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Section 7 3 Records In Written Form The corporation shall maintain its 
records m written form or in another form capable of conversion into written form within a 
reasonable time 

Section 7 4 Records Maintained at Principal Office , The corporation shall 
keep a copy at its principal office of all records required to be maintained by either the Act or the 
Internal Revenue Code 


.ARTICLE VIII 
MISCELLANEOUS 

Section 8 1 Fiscal Year The fiscal year of the corporation shall be as 
established by the board of directors. 

Section 8 2 Conveyances and Encumbrances Property of the corporation may 
be assigned, conveyed or encumbered by such officers of the corporation as may be authorized to 
do so by the board of directors, and such authorized persons shall have power to execute and 
deliver any and all instruments of assignment, conveyance and encumbrance; however, the sale, 
exchange, lease or other disposition of all or substantially all of the property and assets of the 
corporation shall be authorized only in the manner prescribed by applicable statute. 

Section 8 3 Designated Contributions . The corporation may accept any 
designated contribution, grant, bequest or devise consistent with its general tax-exempt purposes, 
as set forth in the articles of incorporation. As so limited, donor-designated contributions will be 
accepted for special funds, purposes or uses, and such designations generally will be honored. 
However, the corporation shall reserve all right, title and interest in and to and control of such 
contributions, as well as full discretion as to the ultimate expenditure or distribution thereof m 
connection with any such special fund, purpose or use. Further, the corporation shall acquire and 
retain sufficient control over all donated funds (including designated contributions) to assure that 
such funds will be used exclusively to carry out the corporation's tax-exempt purposes. 

Section 8.4 Enforcement of Grant Purposes. Terms and Conditions From time 
to time the corporation mat' make grants, program-related investments or other expenditures for 
particular purposes and subject to specific terms and conditions For example, the corporation 
has made substantial grants m support of the University' of Colorado Hospital and the University 
of Colorado medical education programs with the understanding that those institutions will 
identify their place of principal activity as the "Anschutz Medical Campus.’' The corporation 
shall maintain records of and shall monitor such purposes, terms and conditions, and in the event 
a grantee does not, in the judgment of the board of directors, satisfactorily observe and respect 
any such purpose, term or condition, the board of directors shall take appropriate action to 
enforce such purpose, term or condition. 

Section 8.5 .Amendments . The board of directors may'at any time and from 
time to time alter, amend or repeal these bylaws and adopt new bylaws; provided, however, that 
(a) Section 4.6(e)(ii) shall not be altered, amended or repealed except upon the affirmative vote 
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of a majority of those directors of the corporation who are not controlling persons, directors, 
executive officers or affiliates of any Director or Officer Affiliate, as defined in Section 
4.6(e)(n). and (b) neither .Article III nor .Article V shall be altered, amended or repealed except 
upon the affirmative vote of both (i) at least 75 percent of the directors of the corporation then m 
office, and (u) at least 75 percent of the directors of the corporation then m office who are then 
family members of the Donor, as defined m Article V 

Section 8 6 References to Internal Revenue Code All references in these 
bylaws to provisions of the Internal Revenue Code are to the provisions of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1986, as amended, and to the corresponding provisions of any subsequent federal tax 
laws 


Section 8 7 Severability' The invalidity of any provision of these bylaw's shall 
not affect the other provisions hereof, and m such event these bylaw's shall be construed m all 
respects as if such invalid provision were omitted
